Bounties Convention, published to-day, fully 
confirms the views of those who regarded this 
as an attempt to abolish beunties by threaten- 
ing countervailing duties. The Daily News 
says there is great outcry against the Govern- 
ment, and the agitation thus begun cannot but 
prove seriously embarrassing to Salisbury and 
his allies when the subject is brought before 
Parliament, as it must be before long. The 
News summarizes the arguments against the 
measure, saying: ‘‘The argument of those 
who allege that sugar will be only 
increased in price% cent per pound, shows 
their complete inability to understand the con- 
dition of the very poor people, while so smal! 
an increase, on the other hand, can do little 
to make sugar refining profitable ip 
England. The anti-sugar bounty agitation is 
based partly on fallacy, partly on imposture. 
The fallacy is that to foster a particular indus- 
try increases the volume of a nation’s trade. 
The imposture is that if sugar is dearer work- 
men will be compensated by higher wages. It 
is too late to undo any mischief sugar boun- 
ties may have done to individual Grms and the 
men discharged in consequence. Ifthere were 
any they would have long ago found other oc- 
cupations. But apart from this sugar from 
abroad can only be purchased with produce of 
labor at home. One thing is certain, Salis- 
bury has given a logical weapon to protec- 
tionists of Earope and America which they 
will not be slow to use. It will enable them to 
cite a case from the home of free trade where 
the Minister implores as a favor and then de- 
mands under a menace a system which, unless 
free trade be a delusion, can only damage 
those who employ n. 
The importance of the new issue thus pre- 
sented to the country arises from the fact that 
every one of the Liberal Unionists whose sup- 
port ts essential to the existence of the Gov- 
ernment is deeply pledged to the views put 
forward by the writer just quoted. 
M. Waddington, the French delegate, re- 
served the signature of France, retaining the 
option tosiga any time within the next six 
months. Thesugar bounties convention re- 
mains tn force ten years, going into operation 
on September 1, 1891. An international com- 
mission will be formed to supervise the exe- 
cution of the measure. The convention pro- 
vides for the abolition of bounties for the 
manufacture or exportation of sugar. En- 
gland agrees not to impose differential duties 
on cane and beet imports from the countries 
party tothe convention. The countries sign- 
img the convention will exclude refined 
sugar, molasses and glueose coming from 
countries that have not signed the conven- 
tion. The parties to the convention may be 
exempted from its operations by giving a 
year’s notice under certain conditions. Aus 
tria-Hungary reserves the right to examine 
the matter further. Brazil agrees with the 
principle, but reserves formal adherence to 
the convention until it is Gually adopted. 
Denmark objects to the molasses clause. The 
signatory powers are Great Britain, Germany, 
Austria-Hungary, Belgium, Spain, Italy, The 
Netherlands and Russia. 

AMERICAN RAILWAY TRUCKS. 
The Midland Co. yesterday exhibited at their 
Condon terminus fhe American steel tubular 
trucks for freight traffic. The English rail 
way truck weighs ive tons and has a carrying 
capacity of eight tons. The American trucks 
shown weigh ten and have a capacity of 
thirty... It is estimated that instead of over 
85,000 trueks at present employed on the Mid- 
land, about 22,000 American trucks would-suf- 
fice. The company inteuds to make the 
change. The trucks were highly praisea by 
English engineers who inspected them. 

BNGLAND’S POST. 

The report of the Postmaster General 
shows that the number of letters posted 
in England lastet year equalled forty- 
one letters per head of population. There 
was a large increase in the number of 
telegrams so that the newly introduced 12- 
cent message is likely to be a success after all, 
in spite of the official forebodings. The nuam- 
ber of messages sent was 53,000,000, an increase 
of 14,000,000 as compared with two years ago, . 
when the minimum rate was % cents.

From 
the drill grounds, attended by a large crowd 
of anxious sightseers, the Emperor rode to 
the old palace, which he reached about noon.

NOVEL SUIT BROUGHT TO-DAY AGAINST 
TAILOR HARRY A. SMIDT. 


He Is Accused of Importing Labor Into the 
Couptry, Contrary te the United States 
Statutes—Twelve Tailors the Bone of Con - 


by United States District Attorney 
Bashaw—Mr. Smidt Gives His Version of 
the Affair—The Third Case Ever Brought 
Under the Law. 


HE United States Dis- 
triot Attorney, Thos. 
FP. Bashaw, filed 
twelve. suits this 
morning against Har- 
ry A. Smidt, the Olive 
street tailor, for $1,000 
each, the cause being 
an alleged violation of 
the United States law 
forbidding the im- 
portation of contract 
labor.The suits will be 
more than ordinarily 
interesting because 
they, taking them all as one, are the third 
of the kind under the contract labor statutes 
passed by the Forty- eighth Congress. There 
have been only two previous cases, one in 
New York, the case of the minister brought 
from England to Trinity Church, and the other 
asmall case in Pdiladeiphia, and this trial 
will really be the fret thorough test the stat- 
ute has ever had. It will be more searching 
because it is instituted mot by a 
discontented faction ig a religious organiza- 
tion but by an association of laboring men 
against a direct employer. It is a case where 
the war between organized capital and labor 
cuts no figure and it will go before the court 
on the simple proposition of law as it is laid 
down by the act of Congress. In order that 
the case may be clearly understood the vital 
section of the act is given here. Itis to be 
found in chapter 164, acts of the Forty-ceighth 
Congress and it reads as follows:

From data collated by the St. James’ Ga- 
rette it appears that in the nineteen years 


000, 000 worth of cotton and Great Britain 


took three-fifths of it. During the twen- 
ty-four years ending in 188 we'exported 
$2,300,000,000 worth of wheat and flour, 


and Great Britain took four-sevenths of 


that. About $270,000,000 worth of cotton, 
wheat and flour is our ‘average export 
those articles. 2 

That is what a foreign market does 
the Americans who produce those three 
articles of export. They are sent abroad 
because we have no use for them, no mar- 
ket for them at home,and that is the only 
profitable use we can make of them. 
What they buy abroad for us is so much 
gain, so much added to the wealth of the 
country—so much acquired from the sur- 
plus production of other countries and 
added to the annual production of our 
own industries. But for this exchange 
our surplus production would rot on our 
hands, a dead loss to us. 

The theory that what we buy abroad 
and import with surplus represents 
so much drain s is a transparent 
fallacy. The richest nation on earth— 
Great Britain—measures her prosperity, 
her acquisition from year to year, by the 
excess of her imports over her exports. 
She estimates that excess as the profit of 
her industries. Her commercial suprem- 
acy in the world rests on her common 
sense adherence to the simple plan of 
sending her surplus home production 
where she can get more for it than at 
home, and buying with it what she wants 
either of raw material or finished articles 
wherever she can do so cheaper than she 
can produce them at home. 

The old home market delusion of the 
British Tories was the Chinese idea that a 
paternal government could so order and 
adjust the industries and productions of a 
country that everything wanted would be 
produced at home and everything pro- 
duced would be marketed and consumed 
athome. If such an adjustment were 
possible it would, of course, be econom- 
ical, because it would avoid the expense 
and risks of transportation. But the 
diversities of climate and production as 
well as of supply anddemand have always 
baffied any such adjustment. The laws 
of trade have as effectually defeated all 
national attempts to export largely with- 
out importing anything. It is as impossi- 
ble as to import largely without having 
anything to export. 

If the little island of Great Britain had 
never freed herself from the home mar- 
ket straight-jacket in which British Tory- 
ism would have kept her confined under 
the delusion that it nursed and fed home 
industry, she would never have become 
what she is to-day, the world’s greatest 
money-lender, common carrier, manu- 
facturer, mercantile agent and broker. 
She has never carried and controlled so 
much of our foreign trade under any 
other tariff as she has under our war

Rxronxn is certainly needed in our po- 
litical primary methods and machinery 
when party nominations can be disposed 
of as the Democratic nomination was won 
and lost in the Seventh Missouri Diatrict.

But that isquite a 
different matter from the application of money 
in close States for the deliberate purpose of 
creating a majority of votes from 
the floating element. It is pro- 
posed to raise hundreds of thousand 
of dollars in this one State, contributed in 
great blocks for the cause of high protection, 
by those in the community who are especially 
and invyidiously benefited by it. Now it is 
well known how such special contributions 
are used in the city of New York and in the 
hotly contested battie-ground of Indiana. 
Capt. Mike Cregan said after the campaign of 
1684: It we had supposed a thousand votes 
were going to turn it, do you think we 
wouldn't have had ‘em? Why, I'd have got 
em in my own district.’’ The people can 
bardly have forgotten the shameful revela 
tlons made at a certain dinner in New York, 
in 1881, when the Vice-President-elect of the 
United States and Mr. Dorsey of Star route 
fame bragged over the successful application 
of ‘‘soap’’ in Iediana. There is not the least 
doubt that Indiana was carried for Garfield by 
the corrupt use of money.

Taxed Merchandiss and Uataxed Muscle. 
From the Philadelphis Record. 

One of the most bighly favored corporations 
in the country is the Waltham Watch Co. That 
company is doubly protected by the laws: 
first, by Government patents upon unequaled 
machinery, which enables it to undersell the 
‘*pauper labor’’ of European watchmakers in 
their own market; second, it has a protective 
duty ef W per cent, by which the Waltham Co. 
is able to charge American buyers a higher 
price than Europeans pay for the same watch. 
It is evident enough that an industry which is 
thus absolutely fortified both at bome and 
abroad can have no need of protection. It is 
able to compete successfully with the pauper 
labor of Europe at ite own doors. While in- 
sisting upon higher duties on watches the 
Waltham Oc. pérsuaded Congress ten years 
ago to reduce the duties on watch jewels from 
20 to 10 per cent. The patriotic object in de- 
manding higher duties on watches and lower 
duties on materials was to enable the com- 
pany, as its representatives protested before 
the Tariff Commission im 1883, to raise the 
wages of its workingmen. Yet the Ford In- 
vestigation Committee has unearthed the fact 
that the company’s patriotism did not prevent 
it from importing an English engraver under 
contract, because be could be had on better 
terms than American engravers.
